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New Jersey High Test Experiment 


By ALLEN N. CRISSEY 


1929 was still unchecked, banks were failing, great 

metropolitan markets were glutted with surplus 
milk when, in 1931, Dr. John W. Bartlett, head of the 
Dairy Department at the New Jersey Experiment Station 
began his now widely known experiment in breeding up 
the butterfat test in Holsteins. 

Holstein milk testing around 3.5% butterfat was no 
longer wanted in the great Eastern markets. Distributors 
discriminated against it continually, sometimes refusing 
to buy it unless the farmer would 
agree to purchase higher testing 
breeds of cattle, thus requiring the 
milk of both breeds to be mixed on 
the farm. This tendency among dis- 
tributors had been increasing since 
the early twenties due to conditions 
resulting from the World War. The 
depression of 1929 to 1933 intensi- 
fed it to the extent that perhaps 
two-thirds of the dairy herds in New 
Jersey were mixed herds. The busi- 
ness of Holstein breeding was de- 
creasing. According to the record 
of Mr. Houghton Seaverns, transfers 
in New Jersey were were gradually 
decreasing and the downward trend 
has not yet been checked. Transfers 
by years from 1923 to 1937, inelu- 
follows: 1,223, 1,044, 
986, 1,040, 940, 1,030, 1,325, 1,113, 
943, 622, 550, 617 593, 509, 388. 

In the opinion of Eastern breed- 
ers and representatives of our colleges, there was one 
clearly apparent reason for this adverse trend in the Hol- 
stein business; it was the Holstein milk problem. After 
4 breeder mixed his herd he soon lost interest in breed- 
ing pure bred Holsteins. Some changed to other breeds 
eitirely. Dr. Bartlett believed that by inbreeding and 
outcrossing he could develop a strain of Holsteins that 
would test considerably higher than 3.5% butterfat and 
still produce a generous supply of milk, perhaps equally 
a generous a supply as their 3.5% ancestors. To ac- 
Complish this he knew it was necessary to secure more 
than just a proven sire. He wanted a sire of good size 
ald one particularly prepotent in transmitting his good 
characteristics. He wanted a sire that would beget uni- 
formly good offspring, like peas in a pod, nearly all the 
same. He wanted a sire that was not a carrier of red. 
Careful search resulted in the selection of Ormsby Sen- 
‘ation 45th, and a half interest in this bull was pur- 
chased from Mr. C. Heurich of Bellevue Farms, Hyatts- 
ville, Maryland. This proved a wise choice, but lucky 
rs Well as wise because the bull later proved to be free 
fom lethal characters also. Two other proved sires of 
Ormsby breeding were purchased.

average New Jersey production had a mature B equiva- 
lent of 16,835.5 pounds of milk and 610.8 pounds of fat 
with a 3.63 per cent test. Unfortunately some of them 
did not test as high a fat test in New Jersey as they had 
previously under the more northern climatic conditions 
of New England where they were purchased. 

Thus began the experiment. Some said, ‘‘You can’t 
succeed. Inbreeding will result in loss of size and type.”’ 
Others said, ‘‘You may raise the test but you will sacri- 
fice volume of milk.’’ But Dr. Bartlett had these pos- 
sibilities in mind, and has gradually 
protected his experiment against 
them as he proceeded. In this short 
article I want to tell about the sys- 
tem he has used and give you results 
up to date. This will be a sort of 
progress report in everyday language 
rather than a scientific report and 
one in which I am sure breeders will 
be interested. 

How It Is Conducted 

They score every animal on the 
place twice a year for type, classify- 
ing them ‘Excellent,’ ‘““Very Good,”’ 
“Good Plus,’ ‘‘Good,’’ ‘‘Fair’’ or 
*‘Poor.’’ Every animal is weighed at 
birth and monthly throughout its 
lifetime. Monthly records of heart 
girth, height, and other measure- 
ments are kept. Complete lifetime 
records of milk and fat are made. 
Each animal is provided with a care- 
ful record of animal hygiene to see 
to what extent disease may be inherited or changed 
through close breeding. 

All animals are fed one basic ration. The main ex- 
perimental herd is kept at about sixty head and all 
surplus go to four other cooperating state institutions. 
They are moved to these cooperating units only after 
selection has been made on the basis of their two-year- 
old records in the main experimental herd. It will give 
you some conception of the potentialities of this experi- 
ment to know that the four additional cooperating units 
now have 250 head milking and are expanding under 
natural growth to approximately 400 head. There are 
numerous farmers in the state who are also cooperating 
with Dr. Bartlett in the proving of young sires. At pres- 
ent there are approximately 300 experimental females. 
There are now 75 daughters, granddaughters, or great 
granddaughters of Ormsby Sensation 45th, two proved 
inbred sons and two proved outcross sons of ‘45th.’ 
There is a proved inbred grandson and of course many 
other sons and grandsons not yet proven. 

Records 

The experimental herd is carried under normal farm 
conditions, milked twice a day in stanchions and allowed 
to pasture ni summer on 1,200 acres of land consisting 
mostly of typical rough hilly fields which have been 
improved each year with fertilization. Last month’s

record (February) gives the herd a natural 4% average 
and all but three animals in this herd were raised on 
the place. 

The Sires 

It would be impossible to say at this writing which 
of the inbred and outcross bulls now in use will prove 
greatest; they are all so promising. Most of them only 
have a few daughters that have completed year records. 
Dr. Bartlett likes to see a dozen daughter-dam pairs be- 
fore publishing final conclusions. Only one, N. J. E. S. 
Sir Mutual Ormsby Jewel Alice, has that many. His 
name may sound girlish but he sure is a real boy. His 
first 13 daughters averaged 15,470 pounds of 3.85% 
milk and 596 pounds of fat while their 13 dams averaged 
14,090 pounds of 3.5% milk and 493 pounds of fat. 
This gives ‘‘Alice’’ a ‘“‘B”’ index of 16,850 pounds of milk, 
4.20% test, and 708 pounds of fat. The income from 
the sale of additional milk of the daughters of this bull 
as compared with the production of their dams has 
amounted to $36.00 per cow per year. 

Other sires being used, although with only a few 
daughters finished, give promise of being equally as 
good. 

It is significant to note that all of the finished 
daughters of all sires used average higher in test than 
their dams and have held the volume of milk. 

N. J. E. S. Sensation Aaggie Beets Career, is a son 
of ‘““45th’’ from a 4.2% daughter of Sir Korndyke Piebe 
13th. Newmont Bess Ormsby Sensation is by Newmont

Artificial Breeding 

Enthusiasm is high among the breeders and dairy- 
men of New Jersey at this moment due to the recent 
offer by Dr. Bartlett and Peter P. Van Nuys who jointly 
own “‘Alice.’”” They have offered to lease him to the 
farmers of New Jersey for artificial breeding. The State 
Holstein Association is being reorganized and incorpor- 
ated into a breeding society and at this writing 996 cows 
have been signed up by 90 farmers, the first society of

this kind in America. Professor E. J. Perry, State Dairy 
Specialist and Secretary of the State Association is the 
sponsor. 

Results of Experiment to Date 

Some of the conclusions that are being arrived at are: 

1. That butterfat test can be increased by inbreed- 
ing. In no case has inbreeding decreased test so far: 
it has either held or increased test. The average of 
twenty-seven daughter-dams pairs shows an increase in 
milk and fat and test. 

2. Size can be increased or decreased by inbreeding 
depending on circumstances. Inbreeding has increased 
and decreased size in the same family. It has increased 
oftener than decreased the size in this experimental herd, 
perhaps because of the influence of the cow, Isa Scotia 
Beets. Her influence has been frequently apparent and 
demonstrates the influence of the female and the neces- 
sity of selecting through the female line as well as the 
male. Isa Scotia Beets, herself a large cow, was the 
dam of Newmont Isa Ormsby Bess (twin) who was a 
very large cow and was a daughter of ‘‘45th.’’ She was 
bred to her sire and produced N. J. E. S. Sensation Bess 
Chief, an inbred bull notably larger in size than his sire. 
‘Bess Chief’’ is siring more size than other inbred bulls 
of the family and more than the outcross bulls of the 
family that are being used in this experiment. They are 
now using three sons of Newmont Isa Ormsby Bess. 

3. Inbreeding has resulted in larger calves at birt. 
In other words, the inbred daughters of inbred sires 
The twelve inbred daughters of ‘‘Bess Chief’ averaged 
99.5 pounds at birth making them 111% normal where- 
as his fourteen outcrossed daughters averaged 85 pounds 
and were .94% normal. The mean height of inbred 
daughters was 106% normal; that of the outcrossed 
animals 102%. The mean heart girth of the inbreds 
was 101% normal as contrasted to .98% normal for the 
outerossed daughters. It will be noted from the above 
that the inbred daughters of this bull averaged 14’2 
pounds more at birth than his outcrossed daughters

an increase of 2,959.9 pounds in milk and 174.6 pounds 
in fat while the three outcrossed daughters of this inbred 
pull show an increase of only 2,215.2 pounds of milk 
and 126.6 pounds of fat. The inbred daughters aver- 
aged 16,114.6 pounds of 3.98% milk and 641.3 pounds 
of fat whereas the outcrossed daughters averaged 
13,.990.9 pounds of 3.93% milk and 549.7 pounds of fat. 
Comparison of Three Generations 

There are only three cows with three generation 
groups developed thus far. More will be completed soon. 
The three show an average for all Jactations in the first 
generation of 597.1 pounds of fat and 3.49% test; 610.8 
pounds of fat and 3.81% test in second generation, and 
652.4 pounds of fat and 4.08% test for the third genera- 
tion Milk production averages approximately 1,000 
pounds per cow lower in the third generation, however. 


Mastitis and Other Studies 


In connection with the experiment in breeding-up 
the butterfat test, they are studying the record of the 
resistance of the various lines to mastitis and other dis- 
eases to determine whether an animal’s resistance may 
be inherited or changed through close breeding. The 
outstanding work of this station on the subject of the 
relationship of fat test to vitamin C and flavor in milk 
and the extensive experiments in measuring color in 
milk and breeding and feeding it into milk are well 
known to everyone. Also the pioneer work for molasses 
grass silage has given Dr. Bartlett and his assistants a 
reputation among the leading research men of the coun- 
try. Their work is popular among breeders everywhere 
because of the practical nature of it. Professor H. H. 
Tucker is Dr. Bartlett’s first assistant in charge of the 
experiment about Which we have been writing. Profes- 
sor Tucker expects to get out a scientific progress report 
every two years in the future, and one will appear 
shortly.

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1937 Herd Test Year Sets Records 


By H. W. NORTON, Jr., Supt. of A. R. 


9 of the Red Book, sets new records with higher 

numbers of herds and cows tested than any previous 
year and with only two years showing higher herd 
averages. The 493 herds and 10,517 cows included in 
the herd averages showed an average production of 
11,210 lbs. milk and 386.5 lbs. butterfat per cow and the 
average test was 3.45% fat. This is a gain of 166 lbs. 
milk and 4.6 lbs. fat per cow as compared with the year 
before when 413 herds including 8566 cows averaged 
11044 lbs. milk and 381.9 lbs. fat per cow, and is an 
excellent showing considering the 22% increase in num- 
ber of cows included in the herd averages for the past 
year. Five herds included cows tested in Classification 
A; there were 93 straight B herds, 94 herds of combined 
B and C, and 301 straight C herds, and the averages for 
the different classification groups is shown in the follow- 
ing tabulation:

The av2rage test in each of the groups is 3.42% or 
higher, with the general average of 3.45% for the 493 
herds tested during the year. The total number of cows 
tested was 15,905 and includes the 10,517 reported in 
the herd averages, 3,754 reported in the supplementary 
lists and 1,634 whose certificates of registry were can- 
celled for various reasons during the year. This is a 
new high record for total cows tested in a year and ex- 
ceeds the previous high mark of 13,288 reported in 
Volume 8 of the Red Book by 2,617, a gain of near- 
ly 20%. 


The range in production in the different classification 
groups is interesting and we have prepared the following 
table based on 50-lb. intervals and grouping the five 
herds that included cows tested in Classification A to- 
gether.

From these figures we find that 24 herds averaged over 
500 lbs. fat per cow, 162 herds averaged between 400 and 
500 lbs., 265 between 300 and 400 lbs., and 42 fell below 
the 300-lb. mark. 


High Herds in Volume 9 

Size of herd is an important factor in considering 
herd averages and, other things being equal, it becomes 
increasingly difficult to reach a high average production 
as the herd increases in size. For this reason we have 
divided the herds in four groups—herds of less than 12 
cows, 12 to 24, 25 to 49 and 50 and over—and have 
listed the highest three for average fat production in 
each of these four groups according to classification, 
C, B and mixed, as follows:

Delegate Nominations 

EMBERS will be interested in the list of delegate 
M nominations for the forthcoming convention of the 

Holstein-Friesian Association of America. The 
Total is 556 from which 123 will be elected. The total 
of nomination is down slightly from last year’s record 
number of 589. However, four states which failed to 
make any nominations last year are represented this 
year. The Wisconsin nominations dropped from 194 last 
year to 69 this year—alone accounting for the difference 
in totals, but with 13 delegates to be elected, Wisconsin 
breeders will still have no lack of material from which 
to choose. New York. will select their 19 delegates from 
111 candidates, a drop from 126 the previous year. Com- 
parison shows 21 districts increased over last year, 15 
unchanged; 14 lower. The Dominion of Canada, entitled 
to one delegate, has made no nominations in recent 
years, doubtless a gesture of consideration since the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America pays railroad 
fares of delegates. They usually send their president 
or secretary at their Association’s expense to bring a 
message of good will. 


The nomination blanks for each district will be 
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mailed to members in their respective districts early jp 
the present month. 


Inactive Members 

NE of the disadvantages of a large popular life 
O membership in an organization like our Aggo¢jg. 

tion is the amount of practically “dead wood” tha, 
accumulates down through the years. As of Decembe, 
31, 1937, our Association membership totalled 32,194 
out of which only 11,643 were listed as active. The oth,, 
20,481 had not registered or transferred animals Within 
the two years preceding. 

Some of these inactive members—perhaps many of 
them—still retain a degree of interest in the affairs of 
the Association. Many of them, however, now have yo 
connection or interest in this or any other breed. Unde 
the by-laws, however, the Secretary is required to senq 
many notices, particularly nominating petitions, ballots 
etc. This amounts to a tidy sum each year—perhays 
$1,000 or more—without any real useful purpose being 
served. 

We recently wrote the Association’s attorney to fing 
out just what the Association could do legally to remedy 
the matter and save this unproductive expense. We dis. 
covered after receiving his reply, that Secretary Seaverns 
had likewise raised the same question for consideration 

While each member, when joining, agrees to abide 
by the by-laws as they exist or may thereafter he 
amended or added to, Mr. Horn is of the opinion that 
any amendment so drastic as to have the effect of de- 
priving a member of the right to nominate and vote for 
delegates would be of very doubtful legality. In other 
words, he regards these particular rights as a funda- 
mental part of the membership contract. 

Mr. Horn suggests that instead of a simple amend- 
ment be adopted authorizing the Secretary to remove 
from the mailing list of members the names of any men- 
bers reqesting such removal. Cards would then be sent 
to all inactive members explaining the situation and the 
purpose of the request, with the expectation that many 
who are no longer interested would gladly comply with 
it. Such a request, of course, would be subject to revoke 
if member uesired to resume an active status later on. 

A weakness of this voluntary method of procedure is 
that in some of the older Holstein localities where there 
are considerable numbers of inactive and retired men- 
bers, candidates make a practice of collecting and voting 
these ballots that have been sent to the inactive mem- 


bers. They are perfectly within their legal rights un- 
doubtedly. Such members, even though entirely out of 


the Holstein business, would probably want to continue 
on the mailing list in order to help their local friends 
To that extent the suggested procedure would fail to be 
a complete solution of the problem, but it would cer- 
tainly be a step in the right direction, and we hope will 
be supported when it comes before the Convention it 
June.

Uncharted Scramble For High Test 


A Guest Editorial by Dr. Christopher Graham 

OLSTEIN breeders have lost their bearings—al- 
ial most hopelessly stranded on the bogy reef of a 

frenzy for fat. The ‘star’ that should and could 
point them to safety has been obscured in a cloud of mis- 
conceptions because ‘‘it’? does not normally test 4 per 
cent fat. The criticisms that have been waged against 
this “star’’ have little or no foundation in fact. We 
cannot claim for the Holstein breed all the good points 
of cow excellency, nor do we. 


Our complement of superior qualities is rather 
abundant, quite sufficient to place us beyond the craze 
to harm the breed through a strained effort to secure a 
high fat test. If fat be our consuming desire then why 
not turn to the breed that leads in percent fat content 
as well as leading in percent beautiful udders? If it is 
production for profit we seek why attempt to pervert the 
nature of so worthy a cow as is the Holstein? Why this 
insane striving because of a few criticisms, justly or 
unjustly made, or harsh misleading charges published? 
We may have led the way by a not too modest confes- 
sion of our own attainments! It is not fair nor is it 
becoming that any group of breeders shall offer false 
arguments for or against any other group. We have 
scientific and practical evidence that our breed has its 
fair quotient of superior qualities—not all of them 
Why not earnestly and modestly built upon these merits, 
and not permit color of percent fat, rock our very foun- 
dation? Yes, if we could modestly and studiously keep 
in mind the points of superiority our own breed offers 
us, we could earnestly embrace in our admiration all 
breeds, yield them their due and have no misgivings. 
Such course is but decently just. Unfortunate it is that 
this whole misunderstanding and inflammatory bicker- 
ings have betrayed our judgment and infected our be- 
havior—unfortunate, too, that the real charm of Hol- 
stein breeding for production has suffered, suffered more 
through panic than fact. 

The question of real importance that confronts us is 
—Wwhat effect upon true production will the attainment 
thigh percent fat test?

The highest fat record we ever heard reported is that of a 
Holstein in Japan, Frins Anna Roland, with 1,827.14 lbs. fat 
from 37,923.29 lbs. milk. Another Japanese Holstein, Ellen Pie- 
tertje Granson, has been reported with 1,793.08 Ibs. fat from 41,- 
112.57 lbs. milk. The Australian Shorthorn, Melba XV of Dar- 
balara, was reported as producing 1,614 lbs. fat in a year and 
2,930 Ibs. fat in two years. Carnation Ormsby Butter King, 
American Holstein, made an A. R. record of 1,402 lbs. fat from 
38,606.8 lbs. milk. While we hesitate to start any international 
complications in these troublous times, we believe there may 
be some justification for the Holstein claim that the record of 
Carnation Ormsby Butter King is the highest ever made under 
comparable supervision and we can certainly claim that the 
two Japan Holsteins have the highest fat records ever reported.

The Holstein-Friesian Association of America maintains that no law, ruling, or regulation 
should interfere, in any market, with the production and sale, by qualified producers, of natural, 
clean milk from a herd of healthy, properly nourished cows. Natural, clean milk is the only food spe- 
cifically prepared by nature for the young of mammals (to which family the human belong). There 
is an almost universal acceptance of the contention by Dr. Leslie C. Frank of the United States Public 
Health Service that such a natural milk, specifically prepared by nature, for no other purpose than for 
the food of mammals, is most likely to contain the food elements needed to sustain life; and such na- 
tural, clean milk, regardless of percentage of butter fat or solids, justly deserves the title, ‘The Most 
Nearly Perfect Food for Man’ and should have its place on every market of the world.

Extension Service News Letter 
By GLEN M. HOUSEHOLDER, Director of Extension 


STANDARDIZATION 


Standardization of milk to increase 
or decrease its butterfat content was 
found, by the Director of Extension 
on a trip through New Hampshire 
and Ohio, to be as generally accepted 
as is pasteurization, separation of 
cream or the bottling of milk. No 
health officer, distributor, producer 
or consumer could be found in either 
states who had anything other than 
‘a good word’ for standardization 
of milk, as an accepted practice in- 
suring the consumer a_ uniform, 
labeled product rather than the 
widely varying test of milk, of re- 
latively unknown food value, forced 
upon the consumer in states which 
still persist in denying the milk in- 
dustry a right to standardize and 
label its product. Such denial per- 
sists even after the nation’s foremost 
nutritional experts, dairy chemists 
and health officers have approved of 
standardization of milk as the basis 
of definitely guaranteeing a certain 
food value to the consumer. 


The Extension Director, working 
with those interested in stabilizing 
the chaotic condition existing in New 
York fluid milk market, was instru- 
mental in introducing into the New 
York Legislature a bill legalizing 
the standardization of milk by con- 
fining such standardization to a 
change of fat content not to exceed 
1%. It is hoped that all dairy- 
men interested in the future of fluid 
milk in this great metropolitan area 
will immediately contact their re- 
presentatives in the New York Leg- 
islature urging them to support this 
legislation. Such urge is absolutely 
necessary if the bill is to be given 
serious consideration in a _ badly 
jammed legislative calendar.

The Metropolitan Cooperative Milk 
Bargaining Agency of New York, 
which represents more than one 
hundred New York State milk pro- 
ducers cooperatives recently held a 
long and serious meeting of all re- 
presentatives of the Bargaining 
Agency. Producers in the metro- 
politan New York milk sheds are 
menaced by the problems brought, 
and the resulting decrease in milk 
consumption coupled with abundant 
feed supplies, favorable weather and 
a tendency of dealers to take advan- 
tage of the conditions to drive pro- 
ducer’s prices down. The confer- 
ence adopted the following funda- 
mental principles which seem to be 
sound and worthy of application in 
all markets where Holstein milk is 
marketed in fluid form. 


1. An equal purchase 
be paid by all dealers 
the same use. 

2. An equal 
ducer of the 
outlets. 

3. An equal share by each pro- 
ducer in the burden of the surplus 
and the expense of controlling it. 

4. Reasonable contribution to 
these having surplus facilities sea- 
sonally for fluid milk market pro- 
tection.

alone, is so inextricably mixeq up 
with other operations in the handling 
of so-called surplus milk, or mj}; 
which does not go directly to the 
trade in fluid form, that it is prae. 
tically impossible through an anit 
or inquiry to accurately arrive at any 
satisfactory conclusion. If the dig. 
posal of this surplus were in the 
hands of the farmers themselves, jp- 
stead of the dealers, it would be a 
simple matter then to arrive at a 
correct determination from the books 
of the dealers. 


“It seems to me that this exam- 
ination has shown very clearly that 
if the farmers are to control prices 
which they receive for so-called Class 
I, or fluid milk, they must also haye 
control of the surplus. This could 
only be brought about by complete 
cooperation of the farmers and by 
handling all their milk through their 
own plants, properly equipped to 
take care of the surplus. It is my 
definite opinion that as the industry 
is now operated the surplus is in the 
wrong hands. 

“Tf they maintain their own facili- 
ties for handling their surplus and 
sell only to the distributors what is 
needed for fluid consumption the 
farmers then will have the satisfac- 
tion of knowing exactly what their 
surplus milk brings and realize more 
clearly their obligation to help stabil- 
ize the industry by avoiding over- 
production which in turn creates 
burdensome surplus.”’ 

One of the most logical and irre- 
futable demands for a classified milk 
price, based upon a medium fat con- 
tent, with a higher price bracket for 
milk carrying greater fat content and 
a lower priced bracket for equally 
wholesome and well produced milk 
containing lower fat content, with the 
consumer to be the judge as to what 
fat content and what price best 
meets his requirements, was Con- 
tained in the report of Agricultural 
Commissioner Holton V. Noyes of 
New York in his report to the Gover- 
nor and Legislature of an Audit 
Meeting by the State of New York 
on the books of milk dealers and pro- 
ducer-cooperatives. 

“There is one inconsistency in the 
milk industry which is illogical and 
which undoubtedly leads to some of 
its troubles. Milk is purchased from 
the farmers on the butterfat basis, 
that is to say, the price as it is set 
up in the different classifications Tr 
fers to milk containing 3.5% butter- 
fat. 

“In New York City, milk is sold at 
retail without any reference to It 
fat content. In other words, milk 
containing 3.5% or less putterfat 
may be sold at the same price # 
milk containing 4.5% butterfat o 
even more. During the Milk Cot 
trol period one of the methods o 
“chiselling” as it was called, was ' 
sell milk at the price set by the Con- 
trol Board, thus giving technica 
compliance with the law so far 4 
price was concerned.

The breeder who cleans up his 
herd now will benefit by a tremenq- 
ously increased demand for surplus 
animals offered for sale, and ywill 
occupy a favored position in any 
milk shed where sanitary control jg 
given recognition. Every alert health 
olicer in this country is studying 
intensively the records being ae- 
cumulated by the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, Veterinary Depart- 
ments and others studying Bang’s 
Disease in its relation to publi 
health. The general acceptance of 
the governments assistance in clean- 
ing up herds is noted in the fact that 
Wisconsin leads with 872,695 head 
of cattle under test, Minnesota next 
with 649,810 head, Oregon with 
528,246 head and Virginia with 
71.6% of its 647,000 head under 
supervision, with the state of Wash- 
ington having 62.3% % of its cattle 
population under test and_= super: 
vision.

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Recent Illinois Meeting 


The annual meeting of the Lake 
County Holstein Club was held in 
Grayslake the evening of February 
22. Breeders of other breeds of 
dairy cattle were invited as guests 
to hear Dr. Yapp’s talk on breeding 
dairy cattle and to see his moving 
pictures and lantern slides on the 
subject. Fieldman Clark was pre- 
sent and outlined the national pro- 
gram for Hosltein extension work. 
Several projects were adopted by the 
club, chief of which was the holding 
of another Black & White show this 
year. At the business session Her- 
man Dunker was reelected president, 
George Leikam, vice-president, Chas. 
Wray, secretary; Mr. Wirtz, trea- 
surer with Mr. Coultrin, Staahl and 
Wegener as directors. 

A joint meeting of the Holstein 
breeders from Carrol, Jo Daviess and 
Stephenson counties was held in the 
federal building in Freeport on Feb- 
ruary 24 to make plans for the 
Black & White show this year. It 
was decided to hold the show in 
Freeport if a suitable place could be 
located. After considerable discus- 
sion of 4-H work it was the opinion 
of those present that the greatest 
service that could be rendered by 
the breeders would be to find new 
members for the calf club work and 
to assist them in purchasing high 
quality calves. Prizes will probably 
be offered by the Holstein club for a 
showmanship contest at the 4-H 
round-up. Some work will be done 
in assisting breeders who have neg- 
lected in keeping up their registration 
papers. 

At a business session of the Rock 
River Valley Holstein Club held in 
Dixon on February 25 plans for club 
activities for the current year were 
made. It was voted to hold a Black 
& White Show in Dixon this year 
and to provide a class for the 4-H 
members. A cup will be offered to 
the high team in the Vocational and 
4-H judging contest to be held at 
the Black & White Show. A re- 
quest is to be made to the milk com- 
panies to purchase milk on a 3.5% 
basis rather than on a 4% basis as 
at present. The managements of the 
local fairs will be requested to re- 
quire that all cattle exhibited must 
be negative to the blood-test. 

A few of the Boone County Hol- 
stein breeders met in Farm Advisor 
Foley’s office the evening of March 1 
to discuss a program of work for 
this year. After going over the 
national extension program which 
was presented by Fieldman Clark 
it was the consensus of opinion that 
the big draw-back to any breed 
promotion work in the county was 
the lack of Bangs testing among the 
breeders and dairymen. It did not 
seem wise to promote Calf Club 
work, Black & White Shows, breed- 
ing circles or testing for produc- 
tion until more herds were on a 
sound health basis. 

A meeting of the Holstein breed- 
ers was held in the Farm Bureau 
office in Pekin on February 26, at 
which time a program of work for 
this year was drawn up. It was 
decided to again hold another Black 
& White Show and to foster Hol- 
stein 4-H club work. The club voted 


to assist the Illinois Holstein As- 
sociation in its Holstein Milk Legisla- 
tive work. Anticipating. that the 
next annual convention of the state 
association will be held in Peoria, 
the local club is already drawing up 
tentative plans. 

The McHenry County Holstein 
breeders at a luncheon in Woodstock 
on March 17th., had the pleasure 
of hearing Glen Householder, Direc- 
tor of the Extension Service for the 
national association, present the na- 
tional extension program. He stress- 
ed the importance of a milk stand- 
ardization law in Illinois. An inter- 
esting phase of the retail milk busi- 
ness which is undergoing a change 
is the use of paper milk bottles, 
samples of which Mr. Householder 
presented at the meeting. Fieldman 
Clark led the discussion regarding 
a definite program of work. It was 
voted to hold a Black & White Show. 
Holstein 4-H club will be supported 
by obtaining new members and as- 
sisting in locating good calves and 
offering a dollar to each new mem- 
ber who exhibits a purebred Hol- 
stein calf at the 4-H round-up for 
the first time. The club passed a 
motion as going on record favoring 
the Bang’s disease eradication pro- 
gram. New members will be added 
to the Club through a membership 
campaign to be put on in the near 
future. One new member was add- 
ed to the Herd Improvement Registry 
Test. The election resulted in the 
same officers being reelected G. J. 
Carroll, president, and A. B.. Mc- 
Connell, secretary- treasurer. 

The Holstein breeders, members 
of the Tri-County Holstein Club 
(DuPage, Kane, DeKalb), held a 
business session in the Baker Hotel 
St. Charles, on -Aarch 18th with no 
speeches. President Robert Howard 
presided and conducted the meeting 
with dispatch and showed some pre- 
liminary thought as to a definite 
program as follows: 

1. The subject of holding a Black 
& White Show was brought up for 
discussion. It was voted to hold a 
show and the location to be in De- 
Kalb County. A junior class was 
added for vocational and 4-H mem- 
bers. Ralph Nelson, Mr. Hein, John 
McQuaid and Alfred Meyer com- 
pose the general committee. 

2. <A discussion of Holstein milk 
problems was led by Fieldman Clark. 
A motion was made to assist the 
state association in its milk legisla- 
tive work. Each member was in- 
structed to keep a close watch on 
the milk market and report at once 
any discrimination against Holstein 
milk. 

3. It was voted to adopt the 
three-year membership plan on a 
$4.00 basis in co-operation with the 
Illinois Holstein Association. John 
McQuaid, I. D. Kindy and Ralph 
Nelson were appointed to the mem- 
bership committee. 

4. Farm Advisor A. Johnson of 
Geneva reported that there was a 
need for the Holstein breeders to 
locate new members for the 4-H 
calf club work and provide good 
quality calves. The Holstein Club 


voted to pay a dollar to each new 
4-H member who exhibits a pure- 


bred Holstein at the 4-H show for 
the first time. I. D. Kindy was ap. 
pointed chairman of the 4-H com. 
mittee to be assisted by Vocationa) 
Agricultural teachers Mr. Furr of 
DeKalb and Mr. Murphy of Dundee. 

5. The Club went on record as 
favoring Bang’s disease eradication 
work. 

6. A resolution was passed ex- 
pressing regrets that Carl Nadelhof- 
fer was reported to be sick and the 
secretary was instructed to write to 
Mrs. Nadelhoffer a letter of cop- 
dolence and wishing for a speedy 
recovery for her husband. 

7. Secretary Ralph Nelson fre- 
ported that the Tri-County Holstein 
breeders directory was in the course 
of preparation and would be ready 
to mail in about two to four weeks.

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THE MASSACHUSETTS SOLIDS 
LAW 

The Massachusetts and New Eng- 
land Associations have sought legis- 
lation three different years to right 
the unjust provisions of section 20 of 
chapter 94 of the State Dairy Laws 
requiring a minimum of 3.35% but- 
terfat and 12% total solids. 

One one occasion they presented 
evidence showing that of 100,000 
samples of herd milk taken by a large 
distributor in the fall and winter 


(the seasons when milk tests high- 
est) 14144% of them were substand- 
ard. 


Last fall the Association represen- 
tatives appeared several times before 


the Legislative Recess Commission 
investigating the dairy industry to 
again ask for such revision of the 


statutes as would lealize the sale of 
any natural clean cow’s milk. 

The Commission has made a recom- 
mendation on this point which is in- 
cluded in their Bill, Senate No. 410, 


which is now before the Massachu- 
setts Legislature. It reads as fol- 
lows: 


POSSESSION OF SUBSTANDARD 
MILK 


“By section 20 of chapter 94 persons 
who sell or deliver, or have in their 
custody or possession with intent so 
to do, milk which is below the Mas- 
sachusetts standard as defined by 
section 12 of that chapter, are sub- 
ject to fine and imprisonment. 

The Commission believes that the 
provisons of section 20 are unjust 
to the producer. No producer should 
be subject to fine and imprisonment 
for producing pure, natural milk; and 
no dealer should be subject to such 
penalties for receiving such milk or 
having it in his possession, unless 
there is evidence of intent to sell it 
without proper standardization 
through mixture with richer milk. 
The Commission therefore recom- 
mends addition of a proviso that it 
shall not constitute a violation of sec- 
tion 20 for a producer to sell such 
milk to a registered dealer, to have 
the same in his possession with in- 
tent so to sell, or for a registered 
dealer to have such milk in his cus- 
tody or possession unless and until 
such milk is processed or packaged 
for sale to consumers.”’ : 

The effect of this recommendation 
will be to apply the fat and total 
solids requirements to retail milk 
only, exempting the farmer selling to 
a distributor. 

Messrs. John Bridgeman, E. P. & 
O. C. West, George Smith and Fred 
Dole are the ones who have been 
most active in working for this legis- 
lation and much credit is due them 
for the time and effort they have ex- 
pended, whether or not the measure 
passes.
